You should also keep in mind that there
are certain eligibility requirements you must meet under VWP and a criminal record - unless it was for a relatively
small misdemeanour, such as traffic crime - may mean you are unable to obtain this. You can speak to your
nearest US embassy if you wish to find out how this will affect you.

Once your application has been approved, your holiday can truly begin and you will have the peace of mind that
you can travel around this great country without worrying.

However, there are a few other things to consider when you are planning your American adventure, not least
where exactly you will visit. The USA is a vast country, with 48 mainland states to explore, as well as Alaska and
Hawaii. In fact, these two states are a prime example of just how much America differs from region to region -
meaning you can have absolutely any holiday you would like when you visit.
